1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
uncovered anticipates or renders obvious applicant(s) claimed method and circuitry for a dc-dc 
converter having a first series circuit including two switching devices connected between a 
positive terminal and a negative terminal of a DC power supply that supplies a DC input voltage, 
a second series circuit including one or more capacitors and a primary winding of a transformer 
connected to one of the switching devices, switching frequency changing means for changing a 
switching frequency of the switching devices, and on-off ratio changing means for changing a 
on-off ratio of the switching devices.
